•	The helmet should rest snug and flat on top of 
the head,  not too far forward or backward. 

• Once the helmet straps are snapped together, 
there should be enough room to fit one finger 
between chin and strap. 

• 	The straps should be snug but not too tight and 
should form a “V” under the ears.

Montgomery County Ride On,  Metro buses,  and the 
VanGo downtown circulator are all equipped with bike 
racks!  Each rack holds two bikes and supports most 
wheel and frame sizes- even kids’ bikes.  Visit 
www.montgomerycountymd.gov/rideon for details. 

Bikes are permitted on Metrorail at most times 
during the week (excluding rush hours and select 
dates) and all day Saturday and Sunday.  Visit 
www.metroopensdoors.com for details.

Most Metrorail stations have free bike racks 
and rental lockers.

Silver Spring TMD is operated by Montgomery 
County Commuter Services.

An approved bicycle helmet can greatly reduce the risk of death or permanent injury.  
Look for the CPSC or Snell Memorial Foundation Standard sticker.  By Montgomery 

County law, cyclists under the age of 18 are required to wear a helmet.

Greater Silver Spring Bikeway Connections 
•	Sligo Creek Trail, off-road, from Wheaton Regional Park via Silver Spring to Takoma Park. 

•	Sligo Creek Parkway, on-road, from University Boulevard to New Hampshire Avenue.

•	Northwest Branch Trail, off- road, from Capital Beltway connecting to the Prince 
George’s County Anacostia Tributary Trail System. 

•	Long Branch Trail, off-road, Piney Branch Park to just north of Takoma Park through 
surrounding neighborhoods. 

•	Rock Creek Trail, off-road, begins in Montgomery County and extends to  Washington, D.C. 

Silver Spring Bikeways
• Off-road bikeways - –––––––  Also known as shared use paths,  these routes are 

physically separated from vehicular traffic by an open space or barrier.  Pedestrians, 
skaters,  wheelchair users,  joggers and other non-motorized users may also use these 
paths. 

• On-road bikeways -  –––––––  A roadway designated for use by both bicycles and 
motor vehicles. 

• Connector Trails - Three major bicycle and pedestrian routes converge in downtown 
Silver Spring – the Silver Spring Green Trail,  Georgetown Branch (the future Capital 
Crescent Trail) and East-West Highway Trail.  Refer to the regional map for an 
orientation.
